On Hay 31, 1972, this source advised that Pete 
Rowland announced- he would . "no lor.frer head the VVAW In 
Houston" due to Illness and that_ a W.\.l meetln/t had turned 
into a ProgresOTC Labor Party (PuF) dor^inated meeting due 
to the fact that the PLP had a "large. contingent in VVAW." 


Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 

W3S founded during June, '<962, at Port 
Huron, Michigan, and in the 1960s fxinctloned 
as the leading New Left carpus-h'sed student 
organization in the United Slavos. From an 
initial posture of "participatory democracy", 

SDS moved to a radical-revolutionary^ position, 
with debate centering on hot/ best to' create a 
revolutionary youth movement. Internal 
factionalism produced a split during the SDS 
National Convention in June, 1969, which resulted 
in the following thi’ee factions: Weatherman; 
V/orker Student /.llianco and Revolutionary 

Youth Movement (RYM). The t'eatherman o.nd RYM 
are no longer affiliated wit!: SDS- The V/SA 
continues to use the name SDS an’ mal.. tains its 
national headquarters in Chicago, Illinois. 


V/eatherman, forn^rly a faction of SDS, 
controlled the SDS National Office from June, 
1969, untis its closing in February, 1970. 
Weatherman then entered an underground status 
and adopted a tactic of "strategic sabotage", 
with police and military Installations designated 
as primary targets. 


Worker Student Alliance (W5A), a faction of SDS, 
was expelled from SDS in June, 1969, hy the then 
dominant Weatherm^’n factin but continued to use 
the name SDS and opened an office in Boston, 
Massachusetts. WSA alined ideolcglcally with tiie 
Progressive Labor Party (PLP) and ±a February, 1971, 
moved to Chicago, Illinois. SDS/WSA currently 
shares office space with the PLP in Chicago.

The John Brown Revolutionary League 
(JBRL) was a snail group of white 
radicals made up almost entirely of 
former members of SDS, This organi- 
zation is now defunct. 


The Voncerei'iv^s Bri~ade (VB) was formed 
in June, ■'‘?69, by a coalition of Mew Left 
organizations to orcourage Anerican y~uth 
to travel to Cuba in defiance of a ban on 
travel to that country by the United States 
Department of State. The ostensible purpose 
of the travel was to assist the Castro regime 
in the harvesting of sugar cane and other 
agricultural products and to give young 
Americans the experience of living in a 
revolutionary con;junist country. 


The Progressive Labor Party (PLP) v;as founded 
in 1962 by individuals expelled fro;?! the 
Coamunist Party, USA, for following the Chinese 
comunist line. Its objective is the establish- 
ment of a militant working-class movement based 
on Marxism-Leninism and MAO Tse-tung thought.

On Feoruary 1972, the first source mentioned above 
stated that a WAV/ demonstration was held at the Federal Build- 
ing, Houston^Texa^^in v/hich approxire tely 12 persons participated 
including and other members of the PLP. 

On Kay 22, 1972, first source mentioned above advised 
that the Houston "contingent" of the WAW conducted a demon- 
stration at the site of the mooring of the Battleship TEXAS, 

San Jacinto Battleground State Park, using boats to symbolically 
mine the battleship area. Among those present were persons 
associated with the VB, ’rforkers World (WO, PLP and the Angela 
Davis Defense Committee.

The Workers World Party (’W/F) \i7as fo’Jnded 
in 19?9 by individuals ivho disagreed with 
policies of the Socialist Workers Party 
tS’.Vr). The W'.>P dissidents advocated un- 
conditional support ol the Soviet Union 
and the builoing of a revolutionary party 
geared to the overthrov/ of capitalism. 

More recently, the hW has called for 
peaceful soluti >ns to Sino-Soviet border 
disputes; however, the U'i-.P generally supports 
the People's Republic of China in it s 
ideological differences with the Soviet Union.

The American Servicemen's Union (ASU) 
was founded in 1968, by the Workers 
World Party (WWP). Its objectives 
are to cause discontent among military 
enlisted personnel and call for the 
establishment of a servicemen's 
union. Its main propaganda weapon is the 
publication, "The Bond - The Servicemen's 
Newspaper".

The Workers World Party (WVP) was 
founded in 1959 by individuals who 
disagreed with policies of the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) . 

The WWP dissidents advocated un- 
conditional support of the Soviet 
Union and the building of a 
revolutionary party geared to th-- 
overthrow of capitalism. More 
recently, the wwp has called 
for peaceful solutions to 
Sino-Soviet border disputes; 
however, the v/WP generally supports 
th* people's Republic of Chinu 
In its ideological differences with 
the Soviet Unlo.*. . 

The SW? has been designated pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450. 

This source stated both speakers related 
the fact that there was a lot of dissension in the 
armed forces for many reasons, including racism, rising 
political and moral consiousness among the rank and file 
0,1. *s, and the oppressiveness of the brass. The 
speakers stated these situations have led to numerous 
frame-ups and political trials and they referred to the 
trial of BILLY DEAN SMITH, black G.I., who was recently 
charged with the "fragging" deaths of two officers. 

This source further stated '•'hat they also 
cited another example, "Camp Me Coy 3", three anti-war 
G.I.'s who were organizing against army repression and 
the war, which led to their being charged with "conspiracy" 
to blow up Camp Me Coy. 

This source stated at this meeting, SMITH 
related to the audience the plight of the "Galnsvllle 8", 
eight WAW members charged with conspiracy to disrupt the 
Republican Convention by using automatic weapons, fire 
works, and bombs.

The next matter taken up at the convention was 
the regional report given by Sam-rSchorr from Los Angeles. 

He started off by stating that tne \"/AW regional successes 
are at a "zero level". He complained that there Is a lack 
of support for the regional office, and there is a problem 
of crowding since the regional office and all seven Los 
Angeles chapters operate out of the same office. He 
mentioned that there is a great deficiency In communication 
among chapters. He stated that the regional conference of 
the WAW at Palo Alto was totally unproductive and that the 
regional office is presently in debt to the tune of $10,000. 

Schorr mentioned that Scott Camille (phonetic) 
and five others from the Gainesville, Florida area are 
going on tour to talk about what happened during the 
Republican and Democratic Conventions. People interested 
in having this group speak may call the regional office 
for details. 

Schorr informed the delegates that there are

AN INTRODUCTI 


With the mr'mbGrship''i^iroachinp 20,000, Vietnam VGv^ans Against the War has 
experienced one of the fastest growths any movement organization has ever had. In 
the fifty states of the Union, in Ihierto Rico, Canada, Vietnam, Okinawa, Thailand, 
and Europe, VVAW members and chapters have been active in the light against US a- 
ggrossion, and for peace and justice. Here in California, WAW has 30 chapters, 7 
in the LA area alone. 

In the spring of 1967, during one of the many and now almost forgotten demonstra- 
tions .against the war in Indochina, six veterans of the Vietnam war marched together, 
holding a banner proclaiming, "Violnam Veterans Against the War". Few people, in- 
cluding the six veterans themselves, ‘could have realized that VVAW would continue 
to grow in numbers, despite every effort of the administration and public apathy, that 
(his organization would be recognized by governments of the world as one of the most 
effective forces in the anti-war movement, tliat whenever a member of this organiza- 
tion said something, the world would listen. 

P’irst the veteran.s established chaniors'and, although they were located in some of 
the farthest reaches of tlie Unites States, they .vcpt a steady stream of communicat-. 
ion between them, excJianging ideas and experiences, helping others hundreds of miles 
away to toll the people of this country about the r^al truths of this war. They talked 
to the jieople on the .streets. At first f loy were a curiosity, attired in faded military 
fatigues and hair not cut to military regulations. Some veterans were invited to speak 
on the raaio and television. But still they were a curiosity. They took money out of 
llicir own pockets, or sold newspaiicrs, or g.avc up smoking cigarettes to support this 
fledgeling organization. And between heart flutters, it continued to grow. 

By the beginning of 1908, VVAW had established dozens of chapters. With a base 
of 500-600 members, they opened a national office in New York, started publishing a 
serviceman's newspaper from Chicago called the "Vietnam GI", and took every oppor- 
tunity to speak about their ex|>ericnces in the war whenever clubs, radio stations, tel- 
evision programs, now.spapor.s, or people on street corners would listen. 

By the summer el I9G8, through th<‘ lall-off of public support for the peace move- 
ment alter President J(j!inson's April 1 abdication speecli and the draining of energies 
by the i>oliticai campaigns, WAVV wa.s linancially l>roke and had to close down its 
New York oilice, Because of their determination to carry on the struggle to the end of 
the war in Vietnam, regardless of financial resources, 50 veterans, one from each 
state . flow, drove, or hitclied-hiked to the Democratic National Convention to lobby 
with tne delegates in support of an aiui-war platform. Instead of being listened to, 
they wore tcargassed. 

With the renewed activity of the peace movement and the popular response to the 
great anti-war Mora, .-riurns, VVAW again became more than just a paper organiza- 
tion, As it had done before, the revived organization concentrated on speaking and de- 
bating engagements, new.spaper .advertisements and r.adio and television talk show a- 
ppearaiicos. By the beginning of 1970 the national membership was .approaching 1500 
members. However, with the slump in peace activities and public apathy in the winter, 
VVAW was at a low ebb. 

A new direction had to be found to ensure continued survival of the organization. 
Following the press expose of the My Lai massacre in November 1969, and the Admin- 
istration’s contentions that the shootings at Song My had been an "isolated incident", a 
number of Vietnam vetonans who knew otherwise from their own exfDerience, held a 
series of war crimes hearings th.at brought forth Vietnam veterans to testify to Amer- 
ican atrocities they Siad participated in or witnessed. These series of testimonies be- 
came known as "Winter Soldiex* Investigations". The first of these hearings was held 
in Annapolis, Maryland in February 1970; the second, six. weeks later in Springfield, 
Massachusetts. 

Then in May came the invasion erf Cambodia, the shootings at Jackson and Kent 
State, and the national .student sti^ilecs. Once c^ain VVAW was revived by fresh ener- 
gies .and new applications for membership came in. VVAW members led student strike 






_on major campuses throbafcut the country, and for the Vietnam veteran pa:- 

ifehts in VA hospitals go^wolved in the peace movomont.S^AW national office found 
itself in a new role of pr^surinp; and lobbyii^ for veterans^rights. 

Over the summer of 1970 VVAW gradually grew in membership to over 2, 000. The) 
over Labor Day weekejid the organization staged an action that catapulted it toward . 
national recognition. The action was "Operation Rapid American Withdrawal (RAW)", 
a four day, 86 mile simulated search and destroy mission from Morristown, New Jer- 
sey to Valley Forge, Pennsylvania. Conducted by actual combat veterans wearing thejr 
old jungle fatigues and battle gear and carrying plastic toy M-16 rifles, "Operation 
RAW" was a mixture of peace march, mobile s]'oak-out and guerrilla theater. Sweep- 
ing through the rural back counties of* New jersey and Eastern Pennsylvania, the 150 
veterans on the march (who held 110 Purple heart Medals rccieved between them) dis- 
tributed leaflets, "cordoned" villages and .small towns, "interrogated" and "shot" local 
civilians (pre-arrangc-d groups of actoes), and, ingeneral, tried to recreate the brutal 
realities of the war. 

At the rally at Valley Forge on. Labor Day, 1,500 local .supporters watched the vet- 
erans sweep "on line" down long, grassy slope— the last three hundred yards chanting 
'^eace, . , Now"--and carrying five body bag.s with nu.nbcrs of US and Vietnamese dead 
and wounded in them. Then the vets massed in company formation and, on command, 
broke their plastic weapons to symbolize their determination tor peace. 

Through the fall, the growing vetcr.'^ns group planned one of its most ambitious ef- 
forts. After havirif’: licld hearings into war crimes in a dozem citic.s oji the E..st Coast 
and the Midwest, VVAW decided to hold national hearing" involving over 100 Vietnam 
veterans. These hearings came to be known as "Winter Soldier Investigations. " 

In the words of Lt. William Crandell, a Vietnam veteran who served with tlic Amcr- 
ical Division, "’Over the boi'der they .send us to kill and to fig>'t for a cause they’ve 
forgotten long ago. ’ These lines of Paul Simon recall to the Vietnam Veterans the cau- 
ses for wliicli wo wont to fight in Vietnam and the outrages we wore part of because 
the men who sent us had long ago forgotten the meaning of the words. . , In the blcaJ< win- 
ter of 1776, when the men who had enlisted in the summer wore going home because 
the way was hard and their enlistments were over, Tom Paine wrote, 'These are the 
times that try men's .souLs. The .summer .soldier .and the sunshine )>atriot will in this 
crisis shrink from the service of hi.*? country: but he that staiids it now deserves the 
love and thanks of maji and woman. ' Like the winter soldicr.s of 1776 who stayed after 
they had served their time, we veterans of Vietnam k)iow that America is in grave dan- 
ger. What threatens our country. Is not Redcoats or even Reds; it is our crimes that des- 
troy our national unity l)y separating tho.so of our countrymen who deplore these acts 
from those of our countryman who refuse to examine what is being done in America’s 
name. " 

The "Winter Soldier Inv . .-itigation" was held in Detroit, Michigan, on January 31, 
1971 through February 2cd. This, coupled with a free, full-page advertisement pub- 
lished in the February issue of Playboy magazine, increased the membership consid- 
erably. 

Because of the depth of feeling brought on by ihe "Winter Soldier Investigation", a- 
nother action was planned by VVAW, called "Operation Dewey Canyon III"; a five day 
operation in Washington, D. C. , from April 19 to 23, 1971. Veterans of all wars were . 
invited to join us to protest not only US involvement in Southeast Asia, but also the do- 
mestic, social, and political and economic condittions that have caused and permitted 
the continuance of the war, the deplorable conditions in VA and military ho.spitals, the 
inadequacy of GI benefits, and the extraordinary rale of unemployment among Vietnam 
veterans. Some 2, 000 veterans participated in what was regarded by most of the press 
and public as the most important event to have occurred in the peace movement in a 
long while. The frustrations, however, were many. 

During the week prior to VVAW’s arrival in Washinton, government attorneys a- 
ppeared before a federal judge to whom they requested, and were granted, an injunc- 
tion to forbide the veterans from camping on the Capitol Mall. The injunction was re- 
scinded tliree days later by the US Court of Appeals. The next day the government took 
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its case to the Supreme CdjBt and got an order restraining^|» original injunction. Know- 
ing this fact, the veterans^bated through the night about \^ther they should sleep on 
the m'all and risk arrest, or to obey the injunction,, By a votifof 480 to 400, the veterans 
chose to sleep on the Mall. They remained, and the police did not attempt to enforce 
the ruling prohibiting their camping. Earlier in that week the gates of Arlington Nation- 
al Ccmetary had been slammed shut in the face of veterans and Gold Star Mothers when 
they attempted to lay two wreaths. 

The following day, tlie gates were opened. When active-duty soldiers and Marines- 
froiTi the 82nd Airborne Div. and the 2nd Marine Div. were ordered to displace the vet- 
erans from their campground, they refused. The response of tlie Washington commun- 
ity and the nation to America's veterans was overwhelmingly / ympathetic; Food, cloth- 
ing, legal help and money for bail were freely given. They carried on lobbying cam- 
paigns, gave testimonies before congressional committies, and.porformod guerrilla 
theater. It was before the Senate Foreign Relations Committee on April 22, 1971, that 
Navy Lt. JoJin Kerry gave one of the most eloquent speeches ever heard in recent years. 

"I would like to talk to you a little bit about what -he result is of the feelings those 
men (the veterans) carry with them after coming back from Vietnam,” Kerry said. 

"The country doesn't know it yet but it has created a monster in the form of millions 
of men who have been taught to de.nl and to trade in violence, and who are given the 
chance to die fo’* tiio biggest nothing in history; men who have returned with a sense of 
anger and a .sense of betrayal which no one has yet grasped. ” 

0.. the afternoon of tlic last day of "Dewey Canyon III'', a father of a soldier who had 
died in Vietnam, wearing his .son's fatigue jacket, brought an old bugle to his lips and 
I)JayGd taps as nojio had ever hoard played before. Then, one by one, veterans came for- 
th and throw the medals they had won in comb.it in Vietnam into a huge bin marked, 
"Trash”. 

Since "Dewey Canyon HI ’, VVAW has expanded its program.s to Jjelp vcteran.5 on a 
national scale. A Veterans Action Group to study and find solutions to problems plag- 
ing the Victnam-ora veteran was formed. This group was the first to realize that the cor: 
05q)erienct' in Vietnam of the returned veterans can also create casualtie.s; the kind tha: 
does not leave scars or are listed in .iny official Defense Department casualty This 
psychological "wound” became known as ''Post-Viclnam Syndrome". Many veterans, un- 
able to -.djusi from combat .situations to peaceful civilian return to live in the twi- 
light of society and the law. They became outlaws in the very real sense, committing 
crimes of violence, engaging in drug traFicing, or Uiemselves becoming victim to drug 
addiction. VVAW is continuing its effort to seek solutions for PVS. 

. A legislative laison office was established a few blocks from the nation's capitol to 
give the veterans of Vietnam fair representation in affairs pertaining to their welfare. 

In almost every committee of Congros.s and the Senate, the voice of a VVAW meml)er 
has been lieard. 

Because addicted veterans cannot wait for the enactment and implementation of leg- 
islation, VVAW has undertaken the task of providing help in this area. Rehabilitation 
farms liave been established in New Mexico and Virginia, Halfway houses, in Colorado, 
and Wisconsin, psychotherapy programs in New York, California and Pennsylvania. 
Testimonies have been given by dozens of vets about the drug usage and trafficking in 
Asia by US soldiers and officials. The reality of this shameful episode in American 
history has not yet been grasped by the American people. 

From Cairo, Illinois, a call for help was sent out by the Black Community. VVAW 
answered that call by providing a "Lifeline to Cairo", a convoy of cars and trucks 
loaded with food and clothii^ for the beseiged people of Black Cairo. The white common 
ity, behind the guns of racist police and hired gunmen, had attempted to starve or des- 
troy the Black people into submission. As long as VVAW continvies to exist, the veteran: 
have pledged whatever they can give lo the people in their struggle against oppression. 

During the Christmas-New Year holiday of 1971, 15 members of VVAW occupied the 
Statue of Liberty in New York for three days. They planted the flag of the United States 
upside-down, on her crown and protested the continuation of tlie Indochina Wai* despite 
public opinion against the war. Messages of support from every stale and every country

So, we have 
dedicated VVAW's membership to the building of a Lospit.al a.s a symbol of our re- 
solye. to .SCO the wrongs wo inllicted on the people and children of Indochina recti- 
fied. 

Poli tic al Prisoner s: 

WAW ongiiuill^ did not align itsell with the struggle to free political prisoners 
pccause we did not see the connection blwcon aggression abroad and repro.s.sion at 
homo. However, as VVAW began to fight for an end to the war, the membersiiip be- 
gan to see how many of the people in jail or being jailed wore there not because of 
crimes against other people, but because they were fighting against injustice. The 
war had taught us that to oppose the wishes of power hungry men like Nixon meant 
unprocedented armed attack, as is the case in Vietnam. At home, our ci\dl liber- 
ties Jiave been eroded to an extent not yet fathomed. Therefore, VVAW is dedicated 
to the support of political prisoners in their fight for freedom. 

.. now engaged in the struggle of Gary Lawton. a black community oreanizer 

tnat the Kivotrside police are trying to railroao to jailT Tho evidence against Gary 
has been shown to be entirely racist in nature. None of the witnesses have tied Gary 
to the murders of two white policemen other than that a black man was seen running 
from tlie murder scene. Gary is a member of WAW, an ex-Marine sargeant. 

_ VVAW has also justed helped to free another black man from injustice, Billy 
Dean Smith. Billy was just aquitted of murder charges stemming from a grenade 
murder of two white officers in Vietnam. Because VVAW and other people waged 
a struggle to get the public aware of the facts behind the fragging charges, the mili- 
tary waj5 forced to have a public trial. Before this public interest, the Army had 
victory courtmarlialed in Vietnam. His acquittal was truely a Peoples

is an* off-shoot of Re surreciion City the black occupation of Washington D. C. 

in 1968. Upon our arrival at the Farm we saw many of the needs of the black 
people in that community. We disciusscMi those needs with the people, and; we dis-^ 
cussed among ourselves the areas where we might be able to offer some assist- 
ance on a combined personal and organizational level. The greatest contribution 
that the Veterans could nnke, it was found, was to utilize our military esqjeriance 
and training in bringing some badly needed medical assistance to the area. As 
you know many Veterans were medical personnel in the field in Vietnam. We 
are going to use many of these personnel, as well lis the talents cf many other 
members and supporters in bringing a medical clinic to the people of the. black 
community in and around People's Farm at Selma, Much of the groundwork has 
already been done; we have arraiiged for some anti-biotic r'rugs, we are having 
the* plans drawn up by an architect, we have mobilized sufficient people to make 
the meclianical aspects f the operation a-succe.ss, we are presently involved in the 

fund raising end of the project it is anticipated that we will need $5, 000 to - - 

make the clinic a reality and to staff it and operate it for the first three months. 

We are also soliciting donations of medical equipment, drugs, sanitation and 
dietary information. In addition to all of this we are compiling information on 
draft cour.soling, education, and employment, as well as political euucat'on center- 
ed on U. S, Imperialism, racism and sexism. 

The name of this operation will be Operation County Fair. The name Operation 
Coujtty Fair is derived from military ternnno’~gy for operations that were created 
in Vietnam in the Mid-si.viies. These operatio'’s were Marine Corps activities 
based on the than prcvalant "Pacificaliorf' program. The concept was that a supp- 
orted rifle company of Marines would move to a village and set up medical aid 
stations for the villagers. At (he same time the Marine intelligence teams would 
show cartoons and political movies to the vtllaj .‘rs, as well as have political in- 
doctrination sessions. In .some cases helj) was given for tiio rice harvest. It was 
intended tliat those operations woukl win over (ho .suj,poi*t of the people. ... it pro- 
ved to be a gross failure. Wljat followed was a mass* relocation program that 
wont far in alienating oven more of the civilian popul.ace. Our Operation County 
Fair Is within the mechanical framework of the Marine Corps. The differe nce is 
that the people we are going to heip have asked us to come. We will not indoct- 
rinate, but educate. Wo are not out to pacify, but to i elate and identify. Whereas 
the goal of the Marino Corps v/as to ncutrilize, ours is to create solidarity. Where 
the Marino Corps blitzed and loft, wc will establish and follow-up. 

WAV/ Defense Co mmittee: 

'A'liis national committee was formed in respoiise to the government's attack on 
WAV/ by trying to indict 8 members of WAW with outrageous "conspiracy” charges. 
The best way to expLain what is happening in th ”G linesvillo Conspiracy" is in the. 
words of tlie defendants themselve.s: 

"What's it all about «.'Wliy are they picking on us'* What are they trying to prove? 
These are some of the questions that we have mulled over in our minds since the in- 
dictments came down. Here are some of the answers we’ve come up with. 

"The first and most obvious conclusion is that this is not an attack on us as indi- 
d'iduals, but rather an attack on the ideas and issues we represent. This is another 
in a series of attempts on the part of the government to intimidate and discredit the 
anti-war movement and those who choose to dissent in this country. It Is a direct at- 
tempt to destroy the Vietnam Veterans Against the War as an organization by destroy- 
ing its credibility and undermining the base of support it has been building among the : 
people. ■ 

"What the government is trying to do is create a dilemma for WAW by forcing 
u.s to waste valuable time, resourses, and energy fighting the government's inju.stice 






"at a time when protest j^^nst the war would be most eff(^ve. They are trying to 
destroy the credibility (»%VAW by associating our name mth criminal acts cited in 
the indictment. They don't even need a conviction; all they need do is link the name 
of VVAW with violence, and they think they can “itop people from listening to us. 
Ultimately, it is an attempt to intimidate the entire movement. The government was 
tottally arbitrary in its choice of defendants. None of is, by any means, a ’'move- 
ment super -star” or even well known among our contemporaries. This is a govern-_ 
ment warning that anyone wJio protests too loudly or too effectively could meet the 
same fate. 

"The Nixon Administration has siwwn a paranoic fear of rnyone who disagrees 
with it, and has gone to outrageous lengths to suppress dissenters. The most bla- 
tant example of this is their use of the grand jury, TJie grand jury system was 
originally set up to protect the individual citizen from harassment by the govern- 
ment in tlie form of unsupportable indictments. Suppose(!ly, the government must 
present evidence before tlio grand jury and .sliow that it is substantial enougli to war- 
rant an indictment. What the government does now, however, is subpoena the people 
it wants to harass, ask them self-incriminating questions, and throw Lliem in jail for 
refusing to answer. If they do an.swer, they arc either charged with the "crime” they 
were forced to confess to, or charged with pc* jury if they don't give the answers the 
government wants. So a pex’son has two choices - laU< and go to jaij or don't tallc and 
go to jail. 

"The invasion of protesting cUizon’.s privacy is done p.imarily through the use of 
wire tapping and informers. The government has con.sLstently shown that it has no in- 
tention of following the guideline.s set up for the use o*' wire taps. Anyone who protests 
government policies is subject to having their plione conversations made the property 
of the FBI. The use of informers is (he most pathetic means of invading j>rivacy. In- 
formers generally fall into two categories. There arc proffessional agents who do it 
as a job, and, if you are not radical enough to fit their needs, they are than happy to 
provoke you into violent acts or commit the acts ihomsclvos and attribute thorn to you. 
Then .there are the people who are forced to i:ifo*.ii or face pro.socution Ihomselve.s. 

This is the vilest form of blackmail, because the govcimmenl gives such a person the 
choice of destroying IPs friends or going to jail. Many tijres, those people feel it 
nccossary to lie in order to save their own skins. 

"Probably the biggest question in cvcryonc’.s mind is Nvliother we are, in fact guilty 
of the crimes we have Ijoen accused of. WE ARE NOT GUILTY.' The wliole existence 
of VVAW is based on the fact that we w!i6 were once Oio'pawns in the systematic des- 
truction of the people and lands of Indochina feel a much greater value for human life 
than our own government does. Now the government is trying to charge us with the very 
crime of which we h.ave been accusing them for five years - the total disregard of hu- 
man lives to achieve their own ends. Since we once participated in their deadly games, 
the government thinks it will b6 easy to convince people that we a.re willing to do it again 
If wc had not protested - if we were not resisting kheir criminal war policy - we would 
be considered heroes on the basis of our war records. Look at the VVAW record and 
judge for yourself. The only thing we are guilty of is telling the truth. The only danger 
is our presence to tlie government because we expose tJieir hypocracies, lies, and crim- 
inality better than anyone else." 

The Vietnam Veterans Against the War Defense Committee, is working to free the 
brothers in Gainesville: Their case smells of past "conspiracj^' cases the government - 
has tried to use, such as the Berrien brothers and the Chicago 8. VVAW secs this case 
as another that Nixon is using to stifle us and the anti-war movement with. Help us to 
defend these brothers and VVAW as a whole against this blatant governent attack. 

FREE THE GAINESVILLE 8 • 

The following are the NATIONAL OBJECTIVES OF VVAW: 
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*1. To demand an immediate cessation of fighting and the withdrawal of 
all American troops, pianos, military, and economic aid from South- 
east Asia. We support, as a basis for the cessation of these hostilities, 
the various peace proposals of the peoples of Southeast Asia, such as the 
Nine Point Proeram of the Democratic Reoublic of Vietnam and the Pro- 
visional Revolunlionary Government of South Vietnam or such future plans 
as they develope based upon their right of self-determination and actual 
control of their own destinies. 


2. To demand the immediate termination of all other operations by the 
United States Government, its agencies and American business inter - 
ests that are designed to supress the rightful struggles for liberatioji and 
self-determination of the peoples of. Africa, Asia, and Latin America. 

This includes the maintenence of dictatorial governments, economic dom- 
ination, and the thelt ot natural resources of other countries. The United 
States should ma!<e reparations in a program acceptable io the Indo-Chi- 
nese for all of the damage don'^ by tlie United Slates. 


3. To Demand that all acti -duty scrvxcmen, servicewomen, reservists 
and National Guard, be afforded tlie s:une rights that are guaranteed by the 
United States Constitution and Bill of Rights that are presently denied by 
the Uniform Code of Milifary Justice. We arc appalled that our active-duty 
GI's are, treated a.s less than first class citizens. We endorse the efforts 
of our activG-duiy .sisters ajid brothers in their struggle to democratize the 
military. 


4. To svipport all military personnel refusing to serve against their con- 
sciences in wars at home and abroad. We demand ih't Congress enact leg- 
islation FOR THE IMMEDIATE REPATRIATION OF ’"HOSE BROTHERS 
AND SISTERS WHO ARE I.N PRISON OR IN SELF-EXILE BY REASON OF 
THEIR REFUSAL TO SERVE IN THE MILITARY. It must also Involve an 
end to all I'cpression atid a freeing of all political prisoners. 

5. To demand that there b'' no distinctions •'s to type of discharges and 
that a single type of discharge be issued, and that this be retroactive. We 
also demand that all vetr»*ans receive all rights and benefits under the VA; 
and that compensation for disabilities be based solcy upon the degree of 
disibility for veterans and Iheir families, without regard to sex, race, 
rank, or length of service. 

6. To make clear that the United States has never undertaken an extensive, 
open investigation of American war crimes in Indochina. In Indochina the 
principles of Neuremburg have been violated. As active-duty and former 
GI's, we recognize the responsibility and guilt of the individual soldier to . 

refrain from committing war crimes. We also recognize tliat the responsi- 
bility and guilt of war crimes committed in the name of America lies with 
our policy makers at all levels.

T. Resolved to fight^cism, to show Americans tha^ur society is permeat.- 
ed by racism, which^anipulatos whites into viewing ^^-whites as inferior 
'or less than human, xnis racism pushes Third World^eople through infer- 
ior schools to irderior jobs and into combat arms. Thus Third World People 
are sent off to die in disproportionately high numbers as we kill Aslans indis- 
criminately, We also demand that the United States Military recognize its 
complicity in America’s domestic and international racism. 

8. Resolved to fight sexism, to show that sexism plays a major part in pro- 
moting war. We must show Ame/icans that our society is permeated by sex- 
ism, which forces an inferior status upon women; reducing them to subset vi- 
ient sexual objects, and which robs both men and women of their natural 
growth. This institutionalized sexism channels women into unfulfilling, . lower 
paying jobs which are servile in nature and purpose; it exploits their bodies 
for sex and profit; and it degrades and dehumanizes them by a double stan- 
dard of morality v/iiolly dependent on the mytli of male supremacy. This sex- 
ism is exploited by tlio military, officially defining servicewomen as subor- 
dinate and thoroughly .subjugating them tc servile work and the i*ole of a sex- 
ual objec^^. Wo resolve to fight sexism within our society, within our own or- 
ganization, and within our selves. 

9. To suppjrt the democratic rights of Americans to unionize and strike to 
protect their income and safeguard their employment, We consider all legtsls 
tion designed to suppress these right . , including mandatory arbitration to be 
illegal, and not in the interests of (he Americ.nn working people. We also de- 
mand full employment foi all Americans, including free educational and vo- 
cational training for all who need or want it. We refuse to participate in the 
efforts being made to separate us froni other working people, making veter- 
ans enemies by giving us the cliarado of employment priority. Wo condemn 
this as a method of encouraging military enlistment by Uic false promise of 
employment after service. Wo also condemn the use of Gi's, National Guards 
men and Reservists as slrik(?brc:iJ:ers. 

10. xo dedicate ourselves to these jjrinciples and objectives which directly 
relate to the impcriali.st suppres.siOn of the People of the World by the Uni- 
ted States Government. We under^iland Dial this war is imperialist in origin 
and affirm that the membership of V. V, A. W. is not only concerned with end- 
ing this war, but with changing the domestic, social, political, and economic 
institutions that have caused and pernelualed its continuance. 
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Vietnam Vj^rans ARainst the War Inc. , is^ion-profit 
organization which relies totally upon the financial sup- .
